THE HATED "AMERICANS 


The Washington correspondent 
of the Morning Post, telegraphing 
on Sunday, says—The New York 
World prints an article by Gustav 
Roeder, a member of its staff, who 
spent some time in Germany in- 
vestigating conditions. Hatred of 
America and Americans .among 
Germans is second only to that of 
England and the English. This 
dislike of the Americans is openly 
acknowledged. ‘‘Americans are 
responsible for all,”’ he says, can be 
heard on every hand, the Germans 
insisting that if the United States 
had maintained “positive neutral- 
ity”, and not permitted the sale 

- of arms and @mmunition, the war 
would have been over long ago. It 
is unwise, Mr. Roeder asserts, for 
an American to proclaim, his. na- 
tionality, or to speak English, in 
Germany: Women are more intense 
in their hatred even than men. He 
quotes some of them as saying:— 
“Suppose all that has been written 
about atrocities in Belgium were 
true, it would be nothing in com- 
parison with what our men would 
do in England. we women,

Boulder Report 


Am glad to say that through 4 loan 
of two dollars we had from Mr. Newall 
who did the inscription work on the 
stone, a receipt in full came, leaving us 
with eight cents over in the Boulder 
Fund, May, 1915. Should be glad to 
return the loan by raising a new fund 
in small sums, dimes or quarters, from 
those who are interested, both in the 
bones of the ancestors and the re- 
generation of the Boulder lot. 


I have not asked any of my Irish 
fellow-citizens if. they are.interested in 
these founders of the south side of Old 
Andover, It is not a matter of creed; 
the bones stand for us all, of all races 
and beliefs. They indeed do not lie on 
consecrated ground, as some. view it, 
but with me, all places on earth that 
give rest to the dead are sacred. They 
consecrate the place where the last gift 
they can make us is deposited with the 
memory of what they did for us, to sup- 
port our. commonwealth and this par- 
ticular community. Plain people they 
all were, who could not look forward to 
1915 and its events, but made it possible 
for us all to dwell together in a united 
town life. 


The three yards are very finely joined 
in a view from my lot where I-do what 
little garden work I can now achieve; 
some fall bulbs, which come up early in 
the grass in April, pansies, for the cold. 
days, and strong petunias and other 
survivors of the hot, sour sand of the 
yard later. We have had an obstinate 
contract with a plan for green grass on 
the Boulder lot, and it seems now that 
it has really come into line. Mr. Ven- 
nard’s plan is to set out a rhododendron 
in the small square which is over-full 
of remains, moved there under the old 
system of lot sales. Behind the big 
stone, we thought a couple of hydran- 
geas would cast some shade without 
cutting off the view up the slope, and 
they also have done well elsewhere in. 

His heart is set om planting 
some of those quick-growing maples, 
our best native tree of its size, on each 
long border (which the old pines will 
not object to, I feel sure). These trees 
cost money if obtained from a florist.

I think the Boston & Maine Railroad 
might help, and I would be glad to 
give my quarter towards it, so I could 
skip across through that lovely ap- 


proach from™ Central street to this 


awkwardly-placed yard and enjoy the 
river view sometimes. Cremation will 
give plenty of room for the future for all 
who choose these three fine burial yards 
for the last rest, and we owe it to those 
who are already there, do we not, to 
make it beautiful, so that the young to 
come on later may keep their reverence 
for the fathers. I know they are alive 
still in the unseen world, but in this 
world they do not seem so near as when 
we see their records so well set forth on 
the stones. This is a thing that appeals 
to the best in all races and countries, 
It links us all together, this perpetual 
care for their memory. I hope North 
Andover will some time put into the 
oldest yard some simple monument like 
our ancient boulder, for those who 
went first, before 1710, the real founders 
of this old mother of towns, whose name 
is held‘in love by all generations over 
this great country. It is home to them

An entire regiment of Turkish 
troops has been wiped out by the ad- 
vance of the allies at the Dardanelles, 
and 1000 more Turkish prisoners have 
been transported from the Gallipoli 
peninsula to Tenedos and Moudros, 
according to press peop Teach- 
ing London. 

‘The big allied fleeet is also fn action 
again, and is hammering away at the 
forts on the straits as well as the en- 
campments of Turkish troops: back 
from the coast line. 

Turkish prisoners who have reached 
Tenedos admit that the Turkish army 
has suffered enormous losses from 
the combined fire of the guns of the 
fleet and the quick firers of the allies’ 
expeditionary force. The British ‘and 
¥rench troops occupied a number of 
strategic points and reinforcements 
are being landed continuously from 
transports. 

Every indication fs that the com- 
bined land and sea campaign is be- 
ing pushed wth a deliberate energy, 
before which the .urkish forces are 
unable to stand. 

Towns Set on Fire 

Some graphic details of the effects 
of the allies’ advance is contained in 
an unofficial dispatch from Con- 
stantinople which says a few favored 
correspondents were permitted to vis- 
| it the Dardanelles region... 

The party arrived on the night ot 
May 1, and the town of Dardanelles, 
after three hours of shelling, was a 
mass of fire, the scene being One of 
desolation, ‘with crumpied walls and 
fallen houses. 

Maidos also was burned, ‘and the 
town of Gallipoli was set ablaze—all 
by indirect fire from the Gulf of 
Saros with ignition shells, directed 
by captive balloons and aeroplanes. 
The report continues: Hah ty 

“Incessant and heavy. on 
the Gallipoli. peninsula has contigued 
from the first landing of the allied 
forces, but details of the new cam- 
paign cannot be told for military rea- 
sons. The straits themselves, so far 
as is known, have not been seriously 
attacked since the reopening. of the 
operations.” 

Germans on Hill 60 

A British defeat in Flanders of un- 
certain extent is indicated in a, re- 
port from Sir John French which says 
that the Germans have succeeded in 
gaining a f-othold on the famous Hill 
60, southeast of Ypres, after the use 
of asphyxiating gases in large quan- 
tities. 

Furious fighting has been going on 
around Hill 60 ever since its capture 
by the British several weeks ago, 
and so well is it defended and so 
large is the British force there that it 
is not believed any German success 
can be more than temporary. 

There has been fighting all along 
the rest of the western front, m all 
of which the Germans claim to have 
been successful. The French, how- 
ever, have another story to tell. They 
insist that their advance continues 
both along the Yser canal in Flan- 
ders and in the Woevre, where bat- 
ties have been continuous for weeks. 

Report of Russian Defeat 

Conflicting reports from the bellig- 
erents in the east make it impossible 
to judge of the position there, 

The Afistrians and Germans say 
that the Russians have been badly 
beaten in western Galicia and have 
commenced to retire from the west- 
ern Carpathians, whereas the latest 
Russian report, while admitting that 
the Austro-Germans succeeded in 
getting across the Donajec river, de- 
Clares that they were checked there. 

Wholesale Sinking of Trawlers 

To nine trawlers, the sinking of 
which by German submarines in one 
day was reported, another victim 
was added. A Norwegian steamer 
landed the crew of the trawler Scep- 
ter, which was torpedoed forty miles 
off Peterhead. This brings the to- 
tal number of trawler victims of Ger- 
man under-water boats since Sunday 
up to fifteen. 

The submarines seem to be making. 
a determined effort to prevent Eng- 
land from procuring fish in the Nosth 
sea. None of the trawlers, accord- 
ing to the stories told by their crews, 
surrendered while they had the slight- 
est chance to escape. 

Generally the fishermen did not 
take to their boats until bullets or 
@hells were flying about them, De- 
spite these statements, no loss of life 
among the crews of the trawlers has 
occurred.

BRITAIN’S GREAT BUDGET 


Coming Year’s Expenditures May 
Reach Sum of $5,682,170,000 

In presenting the budget to the 
house ot comraons Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Lloyd-George estimated 
that if the war lasted during the. 
whole of the fiscal year, Great Brit- 
ain’s expenditure in that time would 
be $5,682,170,000. 

The chancellor estimated that the 
total revenie for the. year 1915-16 
would be $1,350,910,000. This is an 
increase of $218,190,000 over the to- 
tal of last year, 

On the basis of a six months’ war, 
the chancellor continued, expenditures 
for war, e>art from advances to the 
allies of Great Britain, would rise to 
$10,500,000 daily and the net deficit 
would be $2,571,730,000. On the 
basis of a twelve months’ war the net 
deficit would be $4, 311,660,000,

The American oil tank steamer Gulf- 
light, which sailed from Port Ar- 
thur, Tex., April 10 for Rouen, 
France, was torpedoed off the Scilly 
islands, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived by the Central News Agency.

These questions affect the welfare 
of all humanity. But whereas the 
maintemanee of the sale of drink only 
affects, on the one side, the interests of 
those directly and. indirectly 
in the trade, and the appetites of those 
concerned in the purchase of it, the 
prohibition of the sale affects, on the 
other side, all humanity in as much as it 
must destroy those far-reaching injur- 
ious consequences against which re- 
formers have declaimed for centuries. 
It is no secret that an overwhelming 
percentage of those who fill the prisons 
and asylums of the world are the victims 
of dtink.
